A’ PLEA FOR TRE MANDABING. 
A correspondence has bean conducted ia 


tiesionaries in China, the Editor of our 
Kobe ‘oontomporary having commented ad- 
yersely upon the utility of Christian missiona 
in China at the present time. Needless to 
aay, we do not agree with our contemporary, 
who discusses the aubjeot very courteously 
and with dua respeot to the feelings of the 
missionaries, but we publish the following 
letter which the controversy has called forth 
from s correspondent signing himself ‘A 
Japanese :’— 


Referring to the controversy reepeating 
the. Kucheng outrages which hos been 
carried on in your valuable payer, may £ ba 
allowed to soy a word from the quite 
disinterested poiat of view of a Japanose ? 

First of all, it is quito superiluous to say 
that the deepest sympathy is felt for the 
unfortunate miscionaries who bavo porished ; 
but I oanvot help thinking that some 
sympathy is alao deserved by the mandarins, 
for every one is well aware how helpless the 
Chinese officials really aru. 

The peuple of Ching it seems do not want 
Christianity propogated—ab least the large 
majority in the locality of the outrages 
evidently do not, 

The missionaries had~fearnt from post 
j experience the attilude of the Chinese to- 
wards Christianity and the helplessness of 
the Chinese Government in tho matter; aud 
having undertaken their missionary work 
with the fall knowledge of its pertle, they 
oan scarcely complain in such astonished 
toves of a result they must have all along 
foreseen, 

Bot if they perish in the attempt to spread 
their teaching do they not thereby attain 
ous of their highest. ambitions? Be that as 
it may, I cannot help thinking that however 
well prepared thoy may be for death, it 
appears to mo ag ao act of indiffercnes, 
smuunting almost of love and neglect of 
duty on their part, to take young children 
with them among a people known to be 
dangerous, 7 : 

In my bomble opinion, the missionary 
societies would be well advised to abaudou 
their work in China until they can be quite 
sure of proper protection being afforded 
them by the Vhinese Government, 

[f the prouises of the Chiness Government 
with regard to reparation be found worth- 
less, their promiurs of protection for the 
missionaries in the interior are likely to 
prove equally unreliahic, There seems to 
he anly two ways of settling tho matter; 
either by abandoning the propagation of 
Christinsity in the interior for sume years, 
or to-conquer China. and rule her people 
with o high hand, 

Teannot agree with Mr Archibald that 
the matler should ba left to those in China to 
settle. “There isa Japanese proverb whioh 
says that those at the very foot of a light- 
house cannot use the ligit to advantage. 
Truo ; and those on the scent of the outrages 
are apt to allow their feeling to outrun their 
judgment, It iso mistako for a missionary 
lv advooste a ‘strong polioy;’ let the 
missionary preaoh his gospel, aud leava it to 
the Government to adopt ‘ strong policies’ 
or reject them. 

At any rate, I do not seo what {harm 
there can be in discussing the matter in any 
part ot the world as long as the abject is to 
get at the truth,

THE RUBSRLL CASE AGAIN. 


London, August 10.—Lord Russvli’s un- 
ending matrimonial caso bas drawn frum 
the Oourt of Appaala thia week sume prcu- 
liar interpretations of England's peculiar 
marriage laws. 

The Istest_ phase of the case was the ap- | 
plication by Lady Ruascll for restitution of 
her conjugal ris's, ber anit for judicial 
separation haviny failed. 

Lord Russell opposed her en the ground 
that by reason of certain churyes she had 
mado oguinst him sho was not enlilled to 
require. biin t cohabit with her, and he 
asked for a judicial sopsration on the 
ground of cruulty committed by her in 
making those charges. The case was tried 
before s jury and was decidediu Lord Rus- 
soll’s favur. 

Tho Court stated that tho question the 
jury had to decide was, had Lidy Russcll 
beon guilty of cruelty toward her husband 3 
The cruelty in question was defined thus by 
the Court: That tho wife, fur two years 
living apart from her husband, bed por- 
sisted in charging him with the commission 
of an unnatural offence, of which ha bad 
been acquitted by a jury, and which charge 
she had refused to apologize for or retract. 

Two of the sppeal Judges, both married 
men, by tho way, decided in the negative, 
Sach conduct, they hold, was uot legal 
cruelty unless it was accompanied by danger 
to his life, limb or health, or reasonable 
spprehonsion of it. The husband might 
strike the wife on tbe arm and tho courte 
would interfere, dut if the wife or husband 
ahould strike the other's honor, nu matter 
how odious or agzravated the assault, the 
courts would uot taterfore. 

Tha third Justice, Lord Rigby, a bach. 
elor, dissented. ‘That o gruss and ubom- 
inable insult can be called cruelty only 
when if is accompanied by un assault, and 
is vot in itself sufficiant $0 constilute legal 
crnelty, appears to me,” he said, ‘20 revolt. 
ing » conclusion that I am glad I do not 
fuel myself constrained by authority to 
support it,’ 

Thora wera mental cruellies, the Justice 
held, which bit and out and stung far more 
deeply than many mere physical cruelties, 
and in connection with the special qu: stion 
of married life such erucllies were in every 
way a8 moch caloulsted to mako that life 
intolerable a3 6 threat of ‘personal violence 
or tha freaks of ungovernable temper, 

Tho narrow view of tha wajority of the 
court stands, however, but its effect. is 
nullified by a still further ruling. It 
should be explained that if the Court grants 
the application for reatitutiun of conjags) 
rights and the busband refuses to comply 
he would: be guilty. of desertion, and the 
wife would be entitled (o a judicial sopara- 
tion with adequate maintenanae, 

This,wae the result at which Lady Raa- 
sell aim:d, Since, however, sho hay na 
real desira to return to ber husband, the 
Cuurt to Appeals declined to Ict the sta- 
tute apply to her case and dismissed ber 
auit, a8 well as Lord Russell's, Tho result 
is perplexing and is admitted by the Court 
to be anomalous: The decision really 
establishes four states which the law re. 
cognizes—marrisge, non-reatitution, judi- 
cin! separation and divorce.

THE LEE-METFORD DISCUSSED, 

New York, August 4.—A. cable special 
to the Sua from London says:—Moat im- 
Fortant data about tho effect of tho lateat 
form of weapon used in recent wars were 
presented Inat week at tho annual meeting 
of (ho British Madical Association by Sir 
William McCormick, one of the gresteat 
surgeons of the present day. Tho British 
troops used the Lee-Metford rifle in the 
recent Waziriatan expedition and in Chitral 
in storming tho Malakand pass. ; 

Daring tho advance to Chitral an immense 
quantity of ammunition per man was used. 
Tho Lee-Motford rife, with cordite powder, 
worked vory successfully. Tho vulleys 
wore almost emokeleas and noiseless snd 
wrou :ht great havce in the enemy's ranks. 
The fuctora which detormined’ the emount 
of damage inflicted by the gunshot wounda 
were the unalterable form of the projectile 
as well as ita size, the velocity of impact 
and the resistance of tho tissues struck, 
Bitherto nino-tentha of the wounded on 
modern batilefields were disabled by nfle 
bullets, and the proportion would not di- 
minish with the use of magazine rifles fring 
siz'y shots a winule and carrying immense 
distances, 

A favourable account of the character of 
wounds caured by tho, Loo-Melford bullet 
had been received from Surgeon Burden 
who was present at three actions during 
ths Chitral expeditiun. Ho reported that 
the wounds through soft tissues at both 
short and long ranges were clean and in- 
cised with little bruising, and they healed 
quickly. Holes through banes were made 
with hitle splintering, and in no case was 
there any aplosive action, The damsgo 
caused by tho large bore bullet of the 
enemy was much more servers, It might ho 
taken for granted the ntnber ef woundd 
in proportion to the number engaged 
would be greater than. befare, and the 
supply of ammunition would be larger, as 
thy facility for discharge would be grenter.
